Count 7 Dead From encephalitis 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) 
Seven deaths in Indiana 
may have been caused by viral encephalitis, or sleeping- 
sickness, State Health Commissioner William T. P- 
aynter said Tuesday However, none of the deaths has 
been confirmed as caused by the disease. 
Paynter said nine cases of the encephalitis have been 
confirmed, none resulting in fatalities, and 130 possible 
cases are under investigation. 
With the exception of a 12year-old Ohio girl who died 
in a Fort Wayne hospital, all suspected encephalitis 
deaths have involved persons over 60, he said. 
“ Each death is being investigated and appropriate 
laboratory work is being requested by physicians and 
health officials so that an accurate determination of the 
primary cause of death may be m ade,” Paynter said.

: Say Prenatal Smoking Harmful To Fetus 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Two Johns Hopkins Hospital 
researchers say they have evidence that pregnant 
women who smoke may be partially asphyxiating their 
fetuses. 
Based on more than a year of experimentation with 
sheep, Drs. Gail Gurtner and Barry Burns say that 
harmful carbon monoxide from cigarette smoking can 
displace oxygen moving from the m other’s bloodstream, 
through the placenta, and into the fetus. 
Dr. Gurtner said the research shows that the placenta 
contains molecules, similar to blood hemoglobin, that 
speed movement of oxygen from mother to fetus. 
Gurtner said described the process as similar to a 
“ bucket brigade.” 
Formerly doctors thought the oxygen was transferred 
by a simple process of diffusion.

(U P I) 
In a ruling which it said rips 
out “ the theological heart" of

Holiness 
Church, 
the 
Tennessee 
Supreme 
Court 
banned snake handling and the 
drinking 
of 
poison 
during 
leligious ceremonies 
The 
5-0 
ruling 
Monday, 
written by Justice Joe Henry, 
* held that public snake handling 
in the presence of other persons 
is a public nuisance. 
“We recognize that to forbid 
snake handling is to remove the 
theological heart of the Hob 
ness 
Church 
and 
this 
has 
prompted this court to investi­ 
gate and research this matter 
through an unusually extensive 
-opinion." the court said 
It added, however, that the 
free exercise of religion does 


not include the right to break 
the 
law 
or 
to 
maintain 
a 
nuisance. 
“Tennessee has the right to 
guard against the unnecessary 
creation of 
widows and or­ 
phans," the court ruled. 
The ruling stemmed from an 
injunction sought against Liston 
Pack, lay pastor of the Holiness 
Church of God in Jesus Name, 
and 
his 
followers. 
District 
Attorney 
Henry 
F. 
Swann 
claimed several persons were 
bitten by rattlesnakes during 
services at Pack’s church in 
the East Tennessee Mountains 
near Newport and that two 
church 
members 
died 
after 
drinking strychnine during a 
service. 
The Supreme Court instructed 
a lower court judge to enjoin 
Pack and his followers from 


“handling, displaying, or exhit) 
iting dangerous and poisonous 
snakes 
or 
from 
consuming 
strychnine or any other poiso­ 
nous 
substances 
within 
the 
confines 
of 
the 
state 
of 
Tennessee." 
In

27 page opinion, 
the

clear 
Pack s 
church 
was 
constitutionally 
protected but carefully distill 
guished between the right to 
believe and the right to act.

absolute; the right to act is 
subject to reasonable regulation 
designed to protect a compell­ 
ing state interest," the opinion 
said.

20, 
lebanon, hobbled through about 
five miles of mountain trails at 
the park to a ranger station 
where they were transferred by 
ambulance 
to the 
Blackfeet 
Indiana 
Hospital 
here.

and expect

released sometime this week. 
Coppes. who was taking a 
day off from his job as a tour 
guide to trek the park with his

He also had bites on 
his hands, forearms and lower 
body. Doctors said the wound in 
the leg may have cut a tendon. 
Evans was bitten or pawed

Coppes and then came to the 
tree and finally succeeded in 
getting hold of his ankle and 
pulled him from his perch and 
started attacking. 
Evans worked in the park as 
a room clerk at the Glacier 
Park Lodge and Coppes said he

last 
April, 
needs m assive transfusions of 
foreign aid. 
And. say the leaders of the 
Provisional Revolutionary Go­ 
vernment, 
it 
is 
the 
United 
States that m ust com e up with 
the funds. 
“ It is only n atu ral, according 
to the history of w arfare, that 
the loser m ust pay the winner 
for the d a m a g e s ,” said deputy 
government a d v iser Trinh Dinh 
Thao in a recent interview . 
The U.S. governm ent, howe­ 
ver, doesn’t see the situation in 
quite the sa m e light. It has so 
far refused to recognize the 
new Com m unist regim e, and 
last month vetoed a move to 
admit South V ietnam 
to the 
United Nations. 
Irritated by the brushoff, the 
PHG has ap p aren tly decided 
not to let A m ericans out of the 
country in w hat could be a 
move 
to

I was the only one allowed to 
leave since the U N vote, and

Nevertheless, the Americans 
are convinced they will become

Until that happens, however, 


the South Vietnam ese authori 
ties h ave decided to m ake self 
sufficiency in food production 
their first priority, launching a 
cam p aig n to move more than

people to the countryside.

backward 
however regrettable that is, 
said Thao. “ We must establish 
self-sufficiency 
as

Communists 
are 
clearly w orried about the shape 
of the econom y and are doing 
what they can to repair it.

Saigon reg im e fled with 24 tons 
of gold 
— half the n atio n s 
supply.

Im ported 
goods 
are 
rising in price and disappearing 
from the m arketplaces. 
Bank depositors can receive 
only the equivalent of $12 per

Somebody gets nervous and 
calls the police. They arrive 
and it turns out the armed man 
is worried about crime, too He 
has a license for the weapon, to 
protect himself and his busi­ 
ness, maybe a service station 
That scene occurs too fre­ 
quently, 
according 
to 
In 
dianapolis Police Lt. Marion 
Sample, 
who, 
along with 
a 
captain, 
processes 
handgun 
license applications for Chief 
Kenneth Hale. 
“State law doesn’t say how 
you have to carry it. It creates 
a lot of problems for the person 
in the field,” he said “ I think 
state law should be revised as 
to when you can carry it. how 
you can carry it and what you 
can carry. I don’t walk down 
the 
street 
with 
a 
weapon 
without a jacket over it when 
I'm off duty. If a man can ’t 
carry it like he’s got som e 
common sense, he shouldn’t 
carry it.” 
Sample said applications for 
handguns come to his office at 
a rate of about 400 a month, 
and he has heard that is double 
the rate when he started that 
assignment six months ago. 
“Older people, older women 
even, are applying. They say 
they’re afraid to come out of 
the house and go back in,” he 
said. 
About 45,000 Hoosiers have 
some sort of license to carry a 
registered gun, according 
to 
Herschel Green, records super­ 
visor for the 
Indiana 
State 
Police, whose Superintendent 
Robert DeBard has the final 
say for approving or rejecting 
applications. 
State 
law 
lets 
anyone have a gun, unregis­ 
tered. at home. Federal law 
bars 
convicted 
felons 
from 
owning firearms and state law 
bars 
them 
from 
obtaining 
licenses to carry guns. Excep­ 
tions 
to 
those 
laws 
— 
for 
instance, for reformed felons — 
are few and very special. 
Green said the increase in 
license applications over 1974 is 
about 
7 per cent. 
He 
said 
applicants want the licenses 
because they carry valuables or 


m on ey 
in 
their occupations; 
b eca u se they feel the need for 
protection between hom e and 
b u sin ess; becasuse their o ccu ­ 
p ation s require it in 
private 
secu rity services, or b ecau se 
they w ant a lim ited perm it to 
ca rry a weapon to a site for 
hunting or target practice. 
A licen se costs $5 for two 
y e a r s. Application is through 
local law enforcem ent a g en cies, 
w ho recom m end approval or 
d isap p roval.
